A Wabash dispatch says: The ‘‘Big 
Four” railway, notwithstanding de­ 
nials, will establish a line of car ferries 
across Lake Michigan, and the first 
boat will run next Tuesday.

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Washington, July S. — The question 
whethér tht president will send a spe­ 
cial message to congress recommending 
the creation of a cuirency commission 
will be (SefláUelsr decided next week. 
The president is strongly Inclined at this 
time to sent a special currency message 
to congress, regarding himself as In a 
considerable measure pledged to this 
course. In fact It was seml-ofllclally 
announced at the White House late yes­ 
terday afternoon that such a message 
would be sent to congress next week, 
but some pt the preeldent's most In* 
fluentlal advisers on financial questions 
are opposed to a message as impolitic at 
this time, owing to hostility to a com­ 
mission on the part of congress, and 
the final determinatln. aa stated, will 
not be reached until McKinley’s return 
from Canton. * The executive committee 
of the Indianapolis “sound money** con­ 
vention has been actively advocating 
the commission scheme ever since the 
advent of the present administration. 


Praaldeat Ceaialtle« to tiM Idea. 


It had also the sympathy of the presi­ 
dent, who committed hImiMlf to it in his 
inaugural. 
President McKinley, how- 
▼ er, did not care to recommend it to 
congress while the tariff bill was pend­ 
ing. lest it might complicate and delay 
action upon the measure. But all along 
the chief difficulty which presented it­ 
self to those who favored a commission 
for the Investigation of the currency 
system has been the opposition it would 
encounter in congress. While a bill for 
the creation of a commission could easi­ 
ly be passed in the house, where factious 
opposition would be unavailing against 
the operation of a cloture order that 
would bring it to a vote, such opposition 
In the senate might be almost intermin- 
able. 


Sliver Senator* Ar* la Opposltloa. 


Several of the t^Xver senators have 
openly avowed their unalterable hostili­ 
ty to the creation of a commission, and 
Teller has declared that he would re­ 
main here until December to defeat It. 
This being the situation It is understood 
that some of the members of the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Indiananolis 
convention are now inclined to believe 
that it would perhaps be a mistake to 
press their request for the creation of a 
commission by congress. The better and 
wiser thing to do. some of them now 
think, would be to withdraw their re­ 
quest for a commission and use the 
provisional power vested In the commit­ 
tee by the Indianapolis convention and 
themselves select a commission to Inves­ 
tigate the currency question and pres­ 
ent their conclusion through the public 
press. 


SMJretarjr Oas« at Work. 


If those conclusions were such a« tha 
administration could subscribe to they 
could be made the basis of an adminis­ 
tration measure, modifled as Secretary 
Gage, conducting an independent inves­ 
tigation, might suggest. The secretary 
has been at work for some time on a 
comprehensive currency reform scheme, 
and some suggestion has been made as 
to the wisdom of not having a further 
agitation of the question, but of per­ 
mitting Gage, who has the full confi­ 
dence of business men generally, to 
frame a measure after such consultation 
as he may desire with flnanciers, busi­ 
ness men, members of the house and 
senate and others. 


Will Go Over Till IfoKt Week. 


The matter was under discussion at 
the cabinet meeting yesterday, but not 
In a manner to lead to a deflnite con­ 
clusion or policy, and the matter wept 
over until the president’s return to tha 
city next week, when it is probable that 
H. H. Hanna, who is chairman of ths 
executive committee of the Indianapolis 
convention, and perhaps other members 
of the committee, will come to Wash­ 
ington and discuss the situation with 
the president and Gage. Upon the re­ 
sult of the conference will probably de­ 
pend President McKinley’s action as te 
a special message to congresa

Washington, July 3.—Reclproclty and 
retaliation were the two phases of the 
tariff bill to occupy the attention of the 
senate yesterday to the exclusion of sll 
other subjects. Both provisions were 
agreed to, although the debate on the 
reciprocity clause was protracted to 6 
p. m. Shortly before adjournment Alli­ 
son endeavored to secure an agreement 
on the time for a final vote, but Teller 
would not consent to fixing the time un 
til all proposed amendments had been 
subn)ltted to the senate. As Allison was 
not prepared to submit these amend­ 
ments he withdrew his request, and the 
time for the final vote was left open, 
although there la still hope that It wil 
be reached today. The retaliatory clause 
provides that whenever any country be­ 
stows an export bounty on any article 
there shall be levied in addition to the 
duties provided by the act an additional 
duty equal to the amount of the bounty. 
The clause was agree to-'83 to tt—the 
two Democratic senators from Louis 
iana, Gaffery and McEnery, voting with 
the Republicans in the affirmative. 


The reciprocity clause empowers the 
president, with the advice and Consent 
of the senate, to make reciprocity trea 
ties giving 20 per cent, reduction in du­ 
ties on designated articles, or placing 
articles on the free list. The amend­ 
ment brought out much opposition 
Mills, Vest, Pettus, Teller and White 
saying that It evaded the constitutional 
right of the house of representatives t^ 
participate in measures affecting revs-^ 
nue, while Morgan, , Gray and Chandler'^ 
defended Its legality and propriety. It 
was agreed to-'SO to It—two Democrgls.

Senator Thurston has Introduced as a 
bill the provision prepjsred as dn amend­ 
ment to the tariti bill by the Judiciary 
committee to prohibit trusts.

by a sub-committee consisting of Thurs­ 
ton, Davis and Spooner. It was expected 
up to Wednesday night that It would be 
Introduced as an amendment to the tar­ 
iff bill, but when, presented tothefinance 
committee Wednesday evening that com­ 
mittee suggested the inadvisability of 
saddling the trust question upon the tar­ 
iff, saying It would be preferable to have 
the two questions treated independently 
of each other.

\ A BIG THING FOR THIS CITY. 


Pr«8icient Patterson Will DoubtloM 
Build Up a Railway Systom of 
Groat Proportions. 


The short line of the St. Joseph 
Valley .railroad from this city to Bu­ 
chanan is even before it is finished 
reaching out into new fields. It recently 
consolidated with a corporation which 
has a franchise from Buchanan to Nap- 
anee, Ind., and as predicted in The 
E v e n i n g N e w s some time ago, has 
bought the South Haven & Eastern.

A South Haven dispatch in the 
Kalamazoo Telegraph yesterday says; 
Messrs. J. M. Canfield of South Bend 
and D. H. Patterson of Benton Harbor 
have just completed a visit to this j^rt 
in the interest of the St. Joe Valley 
railroad extension to this point and the 
Telegraph is now permitted to make 
the nrst authoritative announbement 
that the South Haven & Eastern Nar­ 
row Guage railroad has p^sed into 
their hands and that work is to com­ 
mence forthwith to convert it into a 
standard road which will furnish South 
Haven with at least two outlets for her 
fruit products. 


M OULTON IN CAMP 


St. Joseph Newspaper Man Writes 
of His Vacation. 


Roy K. Moulton, the St. Joseph news­ 
paper writer is down at Dexter, Mich., 
and thus writes concerning his vacation: 


“The little town at which we alighted 
to receive our first introduction to this 
section is named Dexter, and is located 
behind a btump which is 30 rods from 
the Michigan Central railroad. 
We 
oUowed a road which was oriiiinally 
id out by a rattlesnake until we came 
the town of Dexter,-where we bought 
a bottle of medicine for snakebites, a 
reel belt and a straw hat. 
We have 
used up all oi the medicine (we saw one 
garter snake three rods oil) and are 
still wearing ttie red belt and the straw 
hat.

^•We were hauled out to Portage' 
lake by an old lame woman, or rather 
by a blind mule and a cow hitched to- 
gether,and driven by'the lame woman, 
who by the way is a dear old soul (she 
charged us*two dollars) who told us all 
of our own business as well as her own 
^nd all of her neighbors’ and inveigled 
us into loading strawberries for her all 
along the road. 
“The camp house is full tooverllow- 
ing and we sleep in a tent hard by 
where bull frogs’ voices rise with their 
voluptuous swell and mosquitoes bites 
bump upon our hands and face like 
unto the wart upon the side of tbe 
green hickory stump. 
Verily it is so. 
You should see the mosquitoes. 
We 
have captured several of them by tak­ 
ing a hammer and clinching over their 
bills while they are drilling their way 
through the side of the camp house. 


“We shot at one with a 38 callibre 
revolver but the mo^uito succeeded in 
limping away, carrying the bullet with 
him. The first night we slept in a 
camp cot bed which shut up in the 
middle and caught us in the hinge, 
tearing out a piece of fiesh as big as a 
respectable pork chop and causing us to 
forget the commandment learned at 
Sunday school years ago. Next ni^ht 
we trttded with a fellow named Hyde 
and he has been “hiding” from us ever 
since. We gave him a tin match safe 
and a half cake of tar soap to boot and 
he gave us a cot with a broken spring 
v^hich rose up about midnight and 
'drilled a holp in the middle of a weary 
back. We shot a bunch of mild pro­ 
fanity worthy of a circus stake driver 
at him as the springs went down and 
landed us on the green, green grass. 
He disappeared out of the tent door and 
has not been seen by us since. A man 
drove over from Dexter the next day 
and said that he (Hyde) had been seen 
tearing through that town early that 
morning riding straddle of a Jar of 
oleomargerine which he managed to 
capture while it was trotting around 
the kitchen of the camp house.”

Some say they will pay the ad­ 
vance, and can do so and make money 
provided the majority of the mines are 
closed. The miners’ leaders believe, how- 
ev.er, that if the convention orders a 
strilce they will be able to bring out all 
the miners, whether they are working 
under a contract or not. 


Put« the Striker* at 100,000. 


Terre Haute, Ind., July 3.—Presldent 
Knight, of district No. 11, United Mine 
Workers of America, offlclaily confirmed 
the news of a miners’ strike. His esti­ 
mate. however, of the number of men 
who will be involved is about 100,000, 
about a third of the estimate sent out 
from Columbus. Knight says the object 
of the strike is to clear out the markets 
and enable the operators to pay living 
wages to their men. He declares It is 
not a war on operators and the miners 
do not so regard It. 
They admit, ac­ 
cording to Knight, that the operators 
are not responsible for the present ag­ 
gravated condition of affairs, but are— 
like the men they employ—the victims of 
over-production 
and under-consump­ 
tion. Knight says that while the miners 
may not be especially hopeful as to the 
outcome of the strike, they feel sure 
they have nothing to lose and trust they 
may gain something. It is believed the 
block coal miners will also Join the 
strike.

Men Talk of Calling Out Kwery Man Em­ 
ployed in the Min««. 


Spring Valley, July 3.—The miners of 
this city held a meeting In the Opera 
House and voted unanimously to obey 
the order of 
the 
national 
executive 
board of the United Mine Workers of 
America to mine no more coal after 
July 4. The miners are not the only ones 
that will quit work, but all the employes 
of the company whose wages rise and 
decline when the wages of the mtner& 
Is affected have also been asked to come 
out. That means that all the company 
men. trappers, and even the.cagers, who 
have charge of the hoisting cars, will also 
come out. 


This puts a serious aspect upon the 
situation, for if the mines are allowed to 
remain idle without the constant atten­ 
tion of the company’s men it will not 
take long for them to cave. The miners 
Of this city are very determined. They 
have had their wages reduced nearly 50 
t per cent, in the past four years, and 75 
cents a day Is hardly the average. To­ 
day is their last day for work. The men 
went into the mines this morning to fix 
up their rooms and take out their tools, 
determined to remain out until the oper­ 
ators concede their demands. 
In the 
meantime all kinds of business in the 
city will be effected.. 


Brasil, Ind., July 8.—The calling of a 
general strike has caused much agita­ 
tion among the miners here.

In fact It was seml-efllclally 
Minounc^ At the White House late yes­ 
terday afternoon that such a message 
would be seni lo congress next week, 
but some of the president’s most In* 
fluentlal advisers on financial questions 
are opposed to a message as Impolitic at 
this time, owing to hostility to a com­ 
mission on the part of congress, and 
the final determinating as stated, will 
not be reached until MeKlnley's return 
from Canton. The execn^tlve committee 
of the Ihdlanapolls “sound money'* con­ 
vention has been actively advocating 
the commission scheme ever since the 
advent of the present administration. 


PraeMeat Coasailtto« to Um IdM. 


It had also the sympathy of the presi­ 
dent, who committed himself to It In his 
inaugural. 
President McKinley, how- 
ver, did not care to recommend It to 
congress while the tariff bill was pend­ 
ing, lest It might complicate and delay 
action upon the measure. But all along 
the chief difflculty which present^ It­ 
self to those who favored a commission 
for the investigation of the currency 
system has been the opposition it would 
encounter in congress. While a bill for 
the creation of a commission could easi­ 
ly be passed in the house, where factious 
opposition would be unavailing against 
the operation of a cloture order that 
would bring it to a vote, such opposition 
In the senate might be almost intermin­ 
able. 


Silver SenaliDra Ara la Opposltloa. 


Several of the i||lver senators have 
openly avowed their unalterable hostili­ 
ty to the creation of a commission, and 
Teller has declared that he would re­ 
main here until December to defeat It. 
This being the situation it is understood 
that some of the members of the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Indianaoolis 
convention are now inclined to believe 
that it would perhaps be a mistake to 
press their request for the creation of a 
commission by congress. The better and 
wiser thing to do, some of them now 
think, would be to withdraw their re­ 
quest for a commission and use the 
provisional power vested In the commit­ 
tee by the Indianapolis convention and 
themselves select a commission to Inves­ 
tigate the currency question and pres> 
•nt their conclusion through the public 
press. 


8«er«t«rj Oat* at Work. 


If those conclusions were such as the 
administration could subscribe to they 
could be made the basis of an adminis­ 
tration measure, modifled as Secretary 
Gage, conducting an independent inves­ 
tigation, might suggest. The secretary 
has been at work for some time on a 
comprehensive currency reform scheme, 
and some suggestion has been made as 
to the wisdom of not having a further

Washington, July 3.—Reciprocity and 
retaliation were the two phases of the 
tariff bill to occupy the attention of the 
senate yesterday to the exclusion of all 
other subjects. Both provisions were 
agreed to, although the debate on the 
reciprocity clause was protracted to 6 
p. m. Shortly before adjournment Alli­ 
son endeavored to secure an agreement 
on the time for a final vote, but Teller 
would not consent to fixing the time un­ 
til all proposed amendments had been 
submitted to the senate. As Allison was 
not prepared to submit these amend 
ments hs^withdrew his request, and the 
time for the final vote was left open, 
although there is still hope that It will 
be reached today. The retaliatory clause 
provides that whenever any country be 
stows an export bounty on any article 
there shall be levied In addition to the 
duties provided by the act an additional 
duty equal to the amount of the bounty. 
The clause was agree to—33 to 10—the 
two Democratic senators from Louis­ 
iana, Caffery and McBnery, voting with 
the Republicans In the affirmative. 


The reciprocity clause empowers the 
president, with the advice and consent 
of the senate, to make reciprocity trea­ 
ties giving 20 per cent, reduction in du­ 
ties on designated articles, or placing 
articles on the free list. The amend­ 
ment brought out much opposition 
Mills, Vest, Pettus. Teller and White 
•aylng that It evaded the constitutional 
right of the house of representatives to 
participate in measures affecting reve 
nue, while Morgan.

A beautiful aquaw transgressed by 
:inanying into' another tribe, and the 
lalty for auch an offenae waa and ev- 
iff had been death. She was vtell aware 
rhat her fate would be previous to her 
»aling it, but it did not restrain her. 
le disobeyed, and nothing could atone 
It the full extent of the law. Although 
had courage sufficient to face death 
to marrying, she did not feel willing to 
riflce herself according to the man- 
ite, and it therefore devolved upon 
gome one to precipitate her over the 
capped mountain. All her limbs 
»ing bound except her hands, she was 
to the verge and launched away 
rith all the atoicigm for which the In-

Yet the aquaw 
atill hung by the branch of the pine, 
and her oriea alternately rose through 
the deep stillness that reigned around. 


But soon a leaden hate began to rise 
along the aaure wall of the weat and 
was shortly succeeded by dark, dismal 
looking clouds, around whose edge the 
lightning played, aa if to light them on 
In their aad and gloomy pathway. The 
thunder muttered faintly, then aent ita 
roll up to the meridian, and finally, 
with increased power, cracked and ahook 
through the very heavena. The ahriek 
of the aquaw waa heard in the profound 
pause after the roar had died away, but 
ita echoes stirred not the sympathies of 
any one of the tribe. Higher and high­ 
er rose the storm. The lightning crinkled 
over the sky more vividly, and the re­ 
port followed so soon and heavy that 
the gray old trees of the mount trem­ 
bled aa the peals burst through the up­ 
per world.

Away it went, and it is said the Indi­ 
ans gased at it until it seemed no big­ 
ger than a star, when finally it was lost 
in the blackness of the sky. The base 
of the mount was immediately exam 
ined, but nothing was to be seen either 
of the pine or the squaw, when it was 
finally concluded in council that it was 
the work of the Great Spirit The Indi­ 
ans, therefore, raised a monument by 
rolling stones together, which stands to 
this day, and from which the mountain 
takes its name. 


The untutored urchin quickens his 
pace when passing this spot after day­ 
light has departed from its summit and 
whistles a lively air to elevate his 
drooping spirito, and the teamster, as 
the crMk of his whip rings among the 
rocks, starts from his seat as if a spirit 
spoke, 80 strange are the associations 
connected with Monument mountain.—

Waterloo, la., July 3.—In response to 
numerous queries, both by mall and 
wire, former Governor Boles has given 
to the press a signed statement some 2,- 
600 words In length, in reply to the at­ 
tack made by Colonel M. D. Fox, of 
Des Moines, on the position taken In his 
last letter. 
Boies says that his first 
letter was not an effort to outline the 
details of the plan he proposed, but waa 
to give a general idea of^^ plan by 
which gold and silver for all practical 
purposes could be jointly and equally 
used as a redemption medium, on the 
basis of the actual commercial value of 
these metals. He then restates his plan, 
and says that the net result would be 
a practically irredeemable national pa­ 
per currency, backed to its full face 
value by gold and silver bullion held 
by the government for redemption pur­ 
poses. The pith of the Boles plan is the 
Widom plan. 


Colonel Fox asserted that the redemp­ 
tion of the notes in either gold or silver 
meant virtually a gold standard for 
our currency, to which Botes takas ex­ 
ception, and says that In a broad and 
practical sense it means true bimetal­ 
lism. He writes: “It is said further by 
the author my plan Is not In accord 
with the Chicago platform. That is true. 
But the Chicago platform Is no longer 
binding upon the consclenc«, political or 
otherwise, of any Democrat In the Unit­ 
ed Stales. 
The Issues made by that 
instrument have been submitted to the 
only trlliunal authorized to pass upon 
them, and they have been found against 
us.

We believe that the English, who are 
n continental opinion a nation of shop* 
keepers, ate not by instinct or by aspira­ 
tion a trading people at all, or even an 
industrial one. They are a seafaring 
people by tendency, and as the sea pro­ 
duces nothing they are compelled to 
trade, and circumstances have driven 
them into the industrial life, but their 
proclivity is toward struggle of any 
kind, aud not, except as an incident in 
that struggle« toward the making of 
money. It was quite late in their hia- 
tory that they recognised trading as 
their vocation, and much later still that 
they surrendered the notion that to be 
a trader, whether merchant or manufac­ 
turer or dealer in money, was to be 
comparatively a base person. Till with­ 
in the last few years all historians 
thought economics rather unworthy 
subjects of their pens, and the social 
distinctions drawn against industry 
were of the most galling character. In* 
deed, they have not disappeared yet, the 
contempt which was once felt for the 
merchant aud the banker being still en­ 
tertained for the distributor, though be 
often combines both functions. 
The 
great industrial is still hardly reckoned 
on a par with the great agricnlturist, 
aud the shopkeeper of any kind is still 
placed far below any sort of professional.
